placed upon education, when denned 
by a course of study. It Is necessary 
to do this occasionally because we are 
Inclined to consider an education com- 
plete, when the course of study is com- 
pleted, ignoring the' qualities of char 
acter, which can never be 
suppliec 


from a text-hook 
WnuM that 
*bes» 


could be so supplied. We should then 
be able to guarantee' against an edu 
cationaJ failure. 


The years which these young people 


have spent in completing the prescrib- 
ed course of stuay, is of little avail, if 
it has not taught them the great les 
son of service. To learn to obey im- 
plicitly, to serve the years of appren- 
ticeship, to perform the task, 
how 


ever humble it may be, are principles 
which cannot be inculcated by toe rule 
of three, or by parsing the most com 
plicated sentence. If I were asked to 
point to the most pernicious trait in 
American life of today. I should un- 
hesitatingly sav—the unwillingness to 
serve. Young men hesitate to accept 
subordinate positions, or, having tak- 
en them, fret and slight their Work, 
because someone else occupies a high- 
er and more desirable position. Young 
women rush into employment or into 
matrimony, with equal lack of pre- 
paration and end inevitably in failure 
In each 
The man of wealth, the capi- 


talist, fails to admit that his wealth is 
a trust to be administered for the 
benefit of his fellow; that he is Indeed 
the servant as well aa the master of 
his workmen. The workman 
never 


compares the quality of work which 
he is doing with the standard of ex- 
celiencp, but seeks by combination, to 
extort a higher wage

a dcSr.ite task, and imagines LIB duty 
to bis employer dene, if he performs 
this task, day h> daj. 
In the 
other 


case, he asks himself how he can 
make himself more valuable to his em- 
ployer, in furthering his business, or 
relieving him from some of his heavy 
burdens. 


The market is 
overstocked 
with 


educated labor, but not with the will- 


laborer, 
Every year, thousands 


of young men and women go 
forth 


from high, school, academy, college, 
and university, carrying diplomas cer- 
tifying that each has completed the 
prescribed course of study. Each has 
attained the required grade in algebra, 
geometry, and the higher mathemat- 
ics; each h»» been allowed to taste 
the refining delight of the ancient Ian- 
gauges or has acquired the valuable 
tools of the modern languages; each 
has dipped. Into the wonderful world 
of science. But not all, very unfortu- 
nately and very sadly, not all 
have 


learned the gospr! of toll. There are 
limitations on learning. 


In the third place, the school autho-
